The Reichstag Fire. 
Arrangements now are complete for the 
trial of the persons who are accused of 
complicity in the great fire in the, German 
Reichstag last March. The case will be 
heard before the Supreme Court in 
Leipzig, and will be comparable in inter- 
national importance with the Dreyfus 
case, or the trial of Sacco and Vanzetti 
in the United States. There are five 
defendants, whose guilt has been pro- 
claimed in advance by almost every 
German newspaper, as well as by the 
German broadcasting system. Death is 
the penalty which will be demanded by 
the prosecution, and there can be little 
doubt that a verdict of innocence would 
cause the gravest possible embarrassment 
to the German Government. The trial 
will be conducted in the fullest glare of 
modern publicity, Following the example 
of the Russian Bolsheviks, the Hitler 
Government has decided to broadcast the 
entire proceedings from every German 
radio station. Eminent counsel have been 
retained on both sides. Dramatic and 
‘sensational ”” scenes are anticipated, and, 
now that the date has been fixed for 
September 21st, public interest in the trial 
is: growing daily. The principal 
defendant, one Marinus van der Lubbe, 
is @ young Dutch bricklayer, who was 
connected with the Communist Party in 
Holland, but was expelled from its ranks 
about a year ago. While the Reichstag 
fire was in progress this youth was dis- 
covered in the precincts of the House 
wandering about with nothing on him but 
his trousers and shoes. Yet he was in 
possession of his passport and other 
identity papers. His fellow prisoners are 
Ernst Torgler, formerly Chief Whip of 
the Communist Party in the Reichstag, 

and three Bulgarian refugees. 

Apparently the only evidence against 
Herr Torgler, who is a man of high culture 
and wide reputation, is the fact that he 
was seen to leave the buildings of the 
Reichstag some hours before the fire. On 
the following day, when he heard that his 
name had been mentioned in connection 
with the crime, he went immediately to 
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large, armies of regular 


troops to keep the bandits 
‘ight have been used against the 
foreigner. To-day, however, Manchuria 


jis no longer a Chinese domain ; it isa 


de facto Japanese protectorate, and the 
preservation of order therein is the busi- 
ness of the Japanese. — They have dis- 
charged their trust with a strange lack of 
success, and China, with reason, can turn 
their own criticisms upon them. During 
the past few days, in particular, outrages 
by bandits have formed the major part of 
the news from Manchukuo, An official 
statement from Harbin tells how the 
Manchu garrison at Paotsing has been 
attacked by a party of 2,000 bandits, well 
armed and equipped. They have been 
beaten off, but the loss of life has not been 
inconsiderable. Another daring, if unsuc- 
cessful, assault has been made by an 
equally strong party upon the walled 
town of Tunging, and within the last few 
days bandits have derailed an armoured 
train. Only yesterday they carried out an 
eminently successful exploit, when they 
held up a passenger train, carried away 
the Manchu military guard, together with 


escape into the hills. All the captives, 
doubtless, will be held to ransom, and it is 
highly improbable that either the 
authorities of Manchukuo or the Japanese 
troops will be able to recover them. We 
must not forget that more than five 
months ago a band of Chinese pirates 
boarded a British steamer and made 
prisoners of three British officers. ‘Those 
officers were released only last week, and 
as a result of ‘‘ negotiations ” ; for their 
recovery by force defied all the efforts of 
the Manchu Government and soldiers. So 
long as outrages of this kind are possible, 
Japan cannot plead that she has improved 
upon China’s record in Manchuria.

i i PARIS, Sunday. 


Nineteen years have passed by since the 
fate of Paris hung in the balance and the 
cannon thundered along the Marne. 

Nineteen years ago to-day the flames of 
burning villages lighted up the sky to the 
east of Paris, the German right wing firing 
houses and crops as it retreated. 

In France the Marne will never be for- 
gotten. The anniversary of the battle is 
celebrated every year less as a victory than 
as a salvation. 

Joffre, whose battle order to the French 
troops bade them to die where they stood 
rather than retreat, is never forgotten. 
Many flowers were placed to-day on his 
tomb in the chapel of the. Invalides. 
Gallieni, Military Governor of Paris, who 
by rushing the Paris garrison up to the 
front, perhaps, turned the tide of battle, 
also had his flowers: His statue on the 
Esplanade des Invalides was decorated, 
and more flowers were placed on the 
magnificent statue that stands alone in the 
cornfields at a crossroads on the Marne. 

The principal ceremony took place at 
Meaux, presided over by M. Miellet, 
Minister of Pensions. There were services 
at the Cathedral, the Protestant Church, 
and the Synagogue, wreaths were laid on 
the War Memorial, and speeches recalling 
the battle were made at an official banquet 
at the-Town Hall.

London's Atmosphere. 


Only people who live in London can 
fully realise the terrible smells and dust 
that pervade the atmosphere. The first 
comes from the thousands of motors using 
the streets, while the latter, almost in- 
visible in the air, covers the interiors of 
houses with a fine veil which must be 
removed constantly. The Committee on 
Atmospheric Pollution, which has just 
issued its report, says that, in spite of 
all the endeavours of science, the air 
breathed in towns and cities is more 
heavily laden with poison than ever, and 
that during the past year there has been 
an increase of ó per cent. in poisonous 
depostts in the atmosphere. It seems that 
science has reached the end of its tether 
in the matter of preventing the pollution 
of the air, since there is as yet no trust- 
worthy method of measuring the amount 
of smoke given off by coal. Although loca! 
authorities have power to limit the 
quantity of smoke given off by factories. 
they can do no more. Dr. John S. Owens, 
who conducted the observations tor tlie re- 
port, says that the situation is such that 
if a man were to remain standing still in 
the open air for six months, and did not 
wash, he would be black—completely 
covered with a veneer of soot,

AMENDING THE 
CONSTITUTION. 


TEXTS OF THREE NEW 
BILLS.

The texts of three new bills to amend the 
Free State Constitution were issued on 
Saturday. These are the bills which the 
Dail gave Mr. de Valera Jeave to introduce 
on the final day of the last session. 

The effect of the three bills will be to 
transfer from the Governor-General to the 
Executive Council the function of recom- 
mending, under Article 37 of the Constitu- 
tion, the purpose of the appropriation of 
money; the deletion of the provisions re- 
lating to the withholding by the Governor- 
General of the King’s Assent to bills, and 
the reservation of bills for the signification 
of the King’s pleasure, and the.termina- 
tion of the Right of Appeal to the Privy 
Council. 

Each of the bills is a single-sheet docu- 
ment of only twa sections. 


ARTICLE 37. 


The Constitution (Amendment No. 20) 
Bill is to amend Article 37 by the deletion 
of all words from the word ‘‘ Representa- 
tive ” to the end of the Article, and the 
substitution of the words ‘‘ Executive 
Council, signed by the President of the 
Executive Council.”’ 

The present reading of Article 37 is as 
follows: “Money shall not be appropriated 
by vote, resolution or law, unless the 
purpose of the appropriation has in the 
same session been recommended by a 
message from the Representative of the 
Crown, acting on the advice of the Execu- 
tive Council.”’ : 


THE SECOND BILL. 


The Constitution (Amendment No. 21) 
Bill provides that Article 41- shall be 
amended by the deletion of all words from 
“ and such Representative ” to the end of 
the Article. 

The existing Article reads:—‘‘ So soon 
as any bill shall have been passed, or 
deemed to have been passed by both 
Houses, the Executive Council shall pre- 
sent the same to the Representative of 
the Crown for the signification by him, 
in the King’s name, of the King’s assent, 
and such Representative may withhold 
the King’s assent or reserve the bill for 
the signification of the King’s pleasure:

makes Cuba a semi-protectorate of the 
United States, with the right of American 
intervention in certain circumstances. 
_ The Note says that there is no donbt but 
that President Roosevelt will be able to 
maintain these lofty principles, whatever 
course events in Cuba may take; and 
points out that youthful nations can work 
out their own destinies only if left to their 
own cevices, : = i 

The Note is interpreted by the New 
York Herald-Tribune’s Washington Cor- 
respondent as strong advice to the United 
States not to intervene in any circum- 
stances, and as looking askance at the 
United States’ naval array in Cuban 
waters. 

Meanwhile Chile has approved the sug- 
gestion of the Mexican Government that 
Argentina, Brazil and Chile should make 
friendly representations to Cuba so that 
she can settle her internal differences as 
soon as possible, 


THIRTY-NINE. U.S. 
WARSHIPS. 


Notwithstanding the official desire to 
avoid any appearance of coercion with 
Cuba, and despite the Argentine’s broad 
hint that. the island should be left to 
work out its own salvation, President 
Roosevelt is not relaxing his watch on the 
situation. 

Yesterday he conferred for half an hour 
with Brigadier-General Lee, commander of 
the marine post at Quantico (Virginia), 
and with Colonel Williams, commander of 
a marine regiment mobilised there for 
possible duty in Cuba, 

It is announced that nine destroyers, 
carrying full crews and ammunition, are 
at present on their way to Cuba.

Court. The decision of the Supreme 
Court shall in all cases be final and con- 
clusive, and shal] not be reviewed, or 
capable of heing reviewed, by any other 
court, tribunal or authority whatsoever ; 
provided that nothing in this constitu- 
tion shall impair the right of any person 
to petition His Majesty for special leave 
to appeal from the Supreme Court to His 
Majesty in Council, or the right of His 
Majesty to grant such leave.” 

Persistent efforts to abolish the right of 
appeal to the Privy Council were made 
by the Cumann na nGaedheal Govern- 
ment up to its departure from office in 
1931; The right, however, is very re- 
stricted, and the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council has itself laid down 
that the general sense of every Dominion 
will be taken‘ into account in relation to 
such appeals, and “will restrict the cases 
in which we advise His Majesty to give 
leave to appeal.” Also, a decision of the 
Privy Council not followed or obeyed can- 
not be enforced without powers which are 


not at present available to it in a 
Dominion which possesses its own

“The old Liberal world, with their 
selfish national views, declines to recognise 
our determination to solve in a new way 
the problem of people and State, which ‘is 
of such decisive importance for the recon- 
struction of Europe.’’ 


BALKANISATION. 


Declaring that one-third of the German 
population are living beyond the German 
frontiers he said that a reasonable re- 
casting of Middle Europe could not- be 
arranged by world economic conferences or 
international financiers. 

He continued :—‘' The prerequisite to 
such a recasting is that those statesmen 
who always talk about safeguarding peace 
shall recognise that the suppression, 
assimilation and absorption of groups of 
other people within their ows frontiers 
can never be of any advantage for them. 

‘The Balkanisation of Central Europe 
by the various peace treaties is a product 
of the Liberal nineteenth century, which 
the National Socialism of to-day is begin- 
ning to oyercome.”’ i 


NAZI “PEACE TERMS” 
ANNOUNCED. 


MUNICH, Sunday. 

The now famous ‘ Nazi Inspector for 
Austria,’’ Herr Habicht, laid down the 
Nazi Party’s terms for a ‘‘ peaceful settle- 
ment ’’ between his party and the Austrian 
Government in another broadcast from 
the Munich radio station to-night. 

These conditions, he stated, were :—(1) 
Re-establishment of the Nazi's rights and 
liberties as a political party, according to 
the letter of the Austrian Constitution: 
(2)the abolition of all legal measures 
directed against the party’s members and 
leaders ; (á) representation in a temporary 
Cabinet constituted in accordance with the 
i strength of the Nazi Party; (4) new 
general elections as soon as possible; (5) 
the formation of a Government constituted 
in accordance with the clection results. 

The Nazis, declared Herr Habicht, were 
still eager for a peaceful settlement, but 
those were now their conditions. — 

Earlier in his speech Herr Habicht sad 
that in spite of the fact that the prisons 
had been filled to overflowing tens of 
thousands of members of the Army, the 
Civil Service, and police dismissed from 
their posts because of their Nazi sym- 
pathies, and many families brutally 
deprived of their means of existence, the 
Nazi movement since its prohibition in 
Austria on June 19th had spread like en 
avalanche over the whole country. 

Herr Habicht further said that the Nazi 
Party had never made a secret of the fact 
that, in its view, the Treaties of St. 
|Germain and Versailles constituted a 
tyrannous oppression of the people of 
German descent in Austria, and that the 
Party s chief aim was to unite Austria with 
the German Reich. 

The Nazi Party, however, wishes to 
accomplish this—its greatest aim—by 
arrangement with the Powers concérned 
and not by force. )

General 
0’ Duffy, whose organising ability is widely 
recognised, is the president of the United 
Ireland organisation. Its trustees are Mr. 
Cosgrave and Mr. Dillon, a leader of the 
Centre; and Mr. Cosgrave, Mr. MacDer- 
mot and. Mr. Dillon are its vice-presidents. 
The executive is equally divided between 
members of the three groups, and the 
National Guard is expected to confine itself 
to legal activities, though some of its high- 
spirited members may disappointed at 
this humdrum prospect.

KILLED IN MONZA 


COUNT CZAIKOWSKI 
BURNT TO DEATH. 


APPALLING TOLL OF ONE 
DAY’S SPORT.

WO famous Italian drivers, both well 
known in’ Ireland — Borzacchini, 
winner of last year’s Mille Miglia, aa 
other races; and Campari—were kille 
dCuring the second heat for the Monza 
Grand Prtx here to-day, and later in the 
final Count Czaikowski was burnt to death. 
Another competitor, Castelbarco, was 
badly hurt as a result of the collision 
between the first two drivers, and yet 
another, Barbieri, was slightly injured.’ 
Heavy rain which fell during the night 
and this morning made the course 
slippery, and it is believed that this was 
the cause of the accidents. 


an Alfa-Romeo, said: 

“I was coming into the curve behind 
Barbieri, Campari, Borzacchini, and 
Castelbarco, when I suddenly saw a cloud 
of smoke, and then to my horror, the cars 
of Borzacchini and Campari crashed over 
the side of the track. | 

““Castelbarco, who was about 50 metres 
away, seemed to lose contro! and applied 
his brakes too suddenly. This caused him 
to skid so badly as to send his car off the 
track on the opposite side, Somethin 
flew up at my windscreen and broke it. i 
was only five metres behind Castelbarco.’” 


LORD HOWE UNDAUNTED. 


Campari died shortly after the accident, 
but Borzacchini was carried in a critical 
condition to the Monza Hospital, where 
he was operated on. He died shortly after 
admission. : 

The spectators were greatly distressed 
by the accident, and several people advised 
Lord Howe and Whitney Straight not to 
continue the race, but they smiled and said 
that it would not do for racing drivers to 
give in because someone had had an 
accident, 

Owing to the delay caused by the 
accidents light was beginning to fail when 
the final was due to be decided, and the 
committee reduced the length of the race 
from 22 laps to 14. 

Count Czaikowski, whose Bugatti won 
the first heat for the Grand Prix this 
afternoon, was doing well in the final, 
when suddenly his car jumped, overturned 
and burst into flames. Czaikowski was 
burnt to death. i 

His wife was present on the course at 
the time of the accident, but she was 
ushered away by friends before she was 
able to realise the extent of the mishap.

It is stated in the course of the article that 
Free State tanneries are incapable of supply- 
ing appa leather. This upper leather is not 
manufactured here at present, and, conse- 
quently, is admitted free of duty; but it 
would convey a far more correct impression to 
the public if it were stated, as I state now, 
that the dressing of upper leather is a 
different. branch of the tanning industry alto- 
gether to that of sole and insole leather tan- 
ning, requiring different equipment, etc. ; and, 
that if your correspondent visited some of the 
largest sole leather tanneries across the 
Channel he would not find upper leather 
dressed there. Furthermore, now that the 
sole leather tanning industry has obtained 
protection, there is no reason why the pro- 
duction of upper leather in the Saorstat should 
not follow in course of time. 

You state that leather for soles can only 
be brought in under licence, in spite of the 
of the fact that the Irish firms can cope 
with only a very small fraction of the 
jemand, In view of the fact that the tariff 
on sole and insole leather is in operation 
scarcely four months, and that it takes that 
period to produce sole leather, it is quite 
unreasonable to expect that the Saorstat 
tanneries could cater right away for the full 
requirements of the State, and this is the 
reason the boot factories are allowed to im- 
port sole and insole leather free of duty for 
some time to come. But even now the Irish 
tanners are capable of suppiving all the needs 
of the State in sole and insole leather, exclud- 
ing the boot factories, and it is their aim 
and expectation in course of time to suppl 

these factories also. In this connection i 
may mention that the boot manufacturers, 
in their evidence to the Tariff Commission in

The total imports of chocolate confectionery 
and jam for 1924 were, approximately, 
£1,080,000. There has been a gradual re 
duction in the annual imports, until only a 
small fraction is now imported. The amount 
for the seven months ending July, 1933, 
was:—Chocolate, £1,968; confectionery, 
£4,791; jam, £289, making a total of £7,048. 

Against the same period for 1932 the import 
figures were :—Confectionery, £110,661 ; 
chocolate, £104,575; jam, £8,569; total, 
£223,605. : 

There has been a large increase in the 
importation of raw cocoa, the value for the 
seven months ending July, 1933, beizg 
£29,303, against £9,613 for 1932. The con- 
fectionery -oup was comprised of sugar 
confectionery, chocolate, jams and jellies, 
coffee and bottled fruits. 

According to the Census of Production of 
1929, the number of factories operating in 
the Free State was 57, with a total output 
at that time of £1,178,916. As the imports 
of that year amounted to over £600,000, 
and the imports for seven months ending 
July last were only £7,048. It would be @ 
conservative estimate to assume, considering 
the increase in raw material imported and 
the reduction in imports of manufactured 

ods, that the national production was not 
fess than £1,700,000, with a net output 
‘value cided to manufacture’’ £650,000, 
paying in salaries and wages £558,000, being 
an increase of £82,000 as compared with 1929,

Besides reducing the number of rations, the 
most important feature of the new scheme, 
which is agitating the masses more than any 
other recent development of the ‘‘food front,”’ 
is the Government’s decision to raise ration 
prices, which hitherto have been fixed. These 
prices for the privileged card-holders have 
remained nearly stable for several years, 
although prices have soared enormousiy in 
the open market for cardless citizens. 

The Government unexpectedly began to 
raise rationed food prices in August, and have 


. completely upset the card-holders’ precarious 


budgets. 

The main concern is over bread. Within 
three weeks the Government have doubled 
the official ration price of all kinds of bread 
in Moscow, Leningrad, Kieff and other towns, 

The Government had persistently told the 
urban masses that food supplies would im- 
misi as the consequence of the “ bumper 
farvest,’’ and, therefore, the unexpected 
changes in price have caused acute disap- 
pointment and doubt about the harvest re- 

rts. 

To allay anxieties the Government have 
resorted to raising wages in places where dis- 
content is most marked. They have, for in- 
stance, ordered a 17 per cent. rise in the 
wages of 300,000 wool and cotton workers, 
but this means only eight additional roubles 
monthly for each wage-earner, which is poor 
compensation for the doubled price of bread.
